Mill Kinks.

We hear much nowadays about the 
“handy man,” ‘“‘emergency man” and 
thorough “* Jack of all trades.” Tobe sure, 
such a man is exceedingly handy around a 
manufacturing establishment at certain 
times. Such a man, if at all communica- 
tive, may help his coworkers out of many 
a scrape. One of these chaps I have in 
mind, a few years ago, gave me a little kink 
of the right kind. It seems that, as en- 
gineer of a mining plant in Colorado, he 
was superintending a job of piping, during 
which he found that there was not enough 
of ells and forty-fives for the job. Being far 
removed from sources of supply for such 
articles, they were put to their wits’ end to 
devise ways and means of dispensing with 
the essential fittings without delaying the 
work, which was required at once. Joe 
told me that after resorting to many devices 
for bending the pipe, all of which resulted 
disastrously for them, he bethought himself 
to run lead into the pipe along where the 
bend would and, when cold, it could 
be easily the proper angle without 
kinking or buckling. After bending, a few 
minutes of fire would melt the lead, which 
could be run out into any receptacle. 

Should the pipe be of brass or copper rosin 
may be used instead of lead, as its removal 
may be effected without the application of 
such intense heat. 

This little kink stood a friend in pretty 
well when, by an accident, his bicycle han- 
dle bar got badly bent. By removing the 
handle and filling it with rosin he was en- 
abled to bend it back to its original position, 
and the quantity of rosin being so light did 
not need to be removed from the handle, so 
that the nickel work was saved from being 
spoiled by the heat. 


SHOP INSTRUCTIONS, 


A rather unique idea was one I ran across 
lately in a ‘“‘job shop.” Like our friend 
‘‘ Millwright,” J. A. happens around at odd 
times and places, and loses sight of but little 
that isin progress. But the idea. While in 
this shop on business I noticed a customer 
come in with a small job in his hand. Walk- 
ing up to the foreman-manager-owner, all in 
one, he began to tell what he wanted, ‘ Just 
wait one minute,” said the foreman, ‘‘ Here, 
Charlie, take this job and do it accordingly 
as this gentleman directs.” ‘‘Now, Mr. 
—, please tell this man just what you want 
and he’ll do it exactly as you order.” 

Struck by this rather strange proceeding, 
| interrogated the foreman as to the purpose 
f turning the customer right into the man’s 
care, and here I leave the reader to judge 
the replies : 

““ Well, I have been following this plan for 
‘ number of years and I find it to be a great 
‘eal better than the old style. My cus- 
(omers, or many of them, bring jobs to me, 
‘he nature of which I know not—experi- 
mental work, models and such like—and if 
they were to explain their wants to me I 
night not have a correct understanding of 

‘. I, in turn, explain it to the man who is 
‘o do it, and he may misinterpret my in- 
structions, These are two prolific sources of 
nistakes, By this other plan I hand my 
man of ideas right over to ‘Charlie,’ ‘Jim’ 
or ‘Tom,’ and they alone take instructions. 
Our patron can stay and oversee the job in 
person if he chooses, or he can call at such 
intervals as the extent of the work may 
ender expedient, and continue, change or 
‘top operations as he may see fit, Of course, 
the understanding is that he pays for all 
me and material spent under his direction,” 
‘Don’t you sometimes have trouble with 
Cranky customers or new men?” ‘‘ Oh, yes, 
but not often. I am always the arbi- 


‘ator im such cases, and my decisions are 





irrevocable, I become acquainted with my 
customers and understand them pretty well. 
The new ones who come here are usually 
pretty well sized up on their first visit. My 
men understand that they must be perfectly 
honest in the first place, thoroughly obedient 
and respectful to the customer, patient and 
pleasant with him should he be one not well 
posted in the details of the work. Where 
impracticable suggestions are given I am 
called on for an opinion, which usually settles 
the matter.” 

** Do you think it a profitable way of man- 
aging a shop?” ‘ Well, yes, in my case. 
Ihave the best men to be had and they 
know that they have the best job to be had. 
I do not require to fill my head to the bursting 
point with the good, bad and indifferent 
ideas of unpractical men. I have more 
time for a careful supervision of my shop, 
men and tools, and for our regular busi- 
ness, which we carry on aside from this 
small work. Yes, I consider that it pays 
me well. It enables me to please our pa- 
trons and that isthe main point. Of course 
every shop could not follow this plan, but a 
good many can and 
will wher it becomes 
better known.” 

This is quite an 
idea for shops where 
a small class of work 
is done. Many, how- 
ever, will not relish 
the plan of turning so 
many bosses loose in 
the shop, nor will all 
of the men take kind 
ly to it, either. They 
must be educated to 
it. 

From a mechanic’s 
point of view and per- 
sonal experience the 
writer can testify with 
pleasure in favor of 
the direct system 
which is given above, 
and likewise from the 
customer's standpoint, 
I have frequently 
found it advantageous to go in person to 
the shop and hold an interview with the 
mechanic detailed on my work. 

WIRE ROPE VERSUS BELTS. 

I see that ‘‘ Millwright” has fired the first 
shot in the fray without as yet drawing the 
enemy’s fire. As he says, there is a great 
deal of value in this subject if properly dis- 
cussed, Now, as “ talk is cheap,” let us see 
what can be done. In the first place, does 
any reader hereof know of an instance of 
the use of wire rope for transmission of 
power in a paper mill? If so, will he 
kindly give us the data of one or more cases? 
Will anyone troubled with a badly arranged 
belt or system of belts give data of same? 
Does anyone contemplate a trial of wire rope 
for the purposes named? If so, please come 
forward with a statement of the facts. The 
purport of these questions and requests is, 
first, to ascertain what has been accom- 
plished in this direction ; second, to learn 
how satisfactory the arrangement is, and. 
third, to discover where, if any, improve- 
ments may be made. 

Paper mills in this country are nearly all 
planned according to a set line of practical 
results, but the writer believes that in this 
business there are superintendents, mana- 
gers and mechanics of sufficient energy and 
ability to investigate for themselves any 
proposed change in the plant. With this 
fact before me I join with ‘ Millwright” in 
calling out the opinions of all interested 
parties. Paper mill men have in THe PAPER 
TRADE JOURNAL a splendid medium for the 
interchange of ideas, and surely these mat- 
ters are of enough importance to secure a 
thorough discussion.

Adjustable Expansion Spool for 


Paper Rolls. 





An improvement has been made in 
spools, cores or shafts used for rolls of pa- 
per—such as are employed in printing 
newspapers and the like—and where it is 
intended to remove and replace the spool 
after the paper is wound thereupon, the ob- 
ject being to produce a spool capable of be- 
ing expanded and contracted, which shall 
be simple and cheap in construction, by 
reason of fewness of parts and fittings, and 
at the same time efficient, positive and easy 
in operation. 

This core, shaft or spool consists of a cen- 
tral shaft screwed at one end with a mov- 
able screwed collar or nut working thereon, 
a sectional shell having projections engag- 
ing with and adapted to be expanded and 
contracted by the movement of the collar or 
nut, and toggles or links “connecting the 
shell sections to the central shaft. 

Figure 1 represents a longitudinal scc- 
tional elevation of this expanding spool ; 





ADJUSTABLE EXPANSION SPOOL FoR PAPER ROLLS. 


Fig. 2, a cross section taken on the line X X, 
the sectional shell being shown expanded to 
its greatest extent, and Fig. 3, a view, partly 
in section, of the spool placed inside of a pa- 
per roll and ready for expansion therein or 
for removal. 

A is the shaft, having a screw thread, a, 
at one end and two enlargements or collars, 
a a’, shrunk upon it or made in one there- 
with, these collars being situated a short 
distance from the ends of the shaft, as shown, 
and each of these collars being cut away so 
as to form lugs a* a’, between each pair of 
which are inserted the ends of a short link 
or toggle, B, pivoted therein by pins 4, there 
being three toggles thus connected to each 
collar, and these toggles are pivoted by pins 
6 to curved castings C, one of which is 
screwed to the inside of each of the three 
segments or sections of a circular shell, D, 
at points opposite each collar, thus forming 
an expansive exterior for the spool, 

At or near one end of each of the shell 
segments is arranged a flange, ¢, which fits 
into an annular groove, ¢, in a screwed col- 
lar or nut, E, which works upon the screw 
thread a on the shaft A, this nut or collar 
being also provided with holes ¢’, or equiva- 
lent means, whereby it may be screwed up. 
Upon the opposite end of the shaft is firmly 
mounted a collar, F, preferably curved on its 
outer face, and of such diameter as will cor- 
respond with the diameter of the shell D 
when it is retracted. In this position the 
ends of the shell segments and the rim of 


' the collar are flush, so as to present a smooth 


end for easy insertion into the roll of paper. 


When the parts are in the position shown 
in Fig. 1, by unscrewing the nut E the shell 
segments are drawn in an endwise direction, 
and the toggles B B, working upon a radius 
from their pivot pins 4, follow the motion, 
and thus retract the segments and reduce 
the diameter of the external shell, D, to the

The number of collars on the shaft, tog- 
gles and shell segments may be varied ac- 
cording to circumstances.

The process of electric welding recently 
brought forward by Professor Thompson is 
of interest to paper makers as to all other 
users of machinery. The process depends 
upon the well-known fact that during the 
passage of an electric current through a 
conductor heat is developed, the amount of 
heat depending, when other things are equal, 
upon the amount of resistance which the 
conductor offers to the passage of the cur- 
rent. If at any point in the circuit the re- 
sistance is very great the amount of heat 
developed there will be correspondingly 
large. This is well exemplified in the case 
of an ordinary circuit 
for incandescent light- 
ing. Here generally 
the conducting wires 
are large enough to 
offer little resistance 
current, and 


main quite cold. The 
resistance of the car- 
bon filament within 
the lamp is, however, 
much higher, and as 
a result of this the fila- 
ment is heated to such 
an extent that the loop 
becomes incandescent. 
In the case of an arc 
light the current is first 
sent through the car- 
bon points when they 
are in contact, but this 
contact is so poor that 
the current meets 
with much resistance, 
or, in other words, the conductivity is bad ; 
great heat is thus developed and portions of 
the carbon poles become vaporized and 
heate’ so intensely by the passage of the 
current as to emit the most intense artificial 
light with which we are acquainted. In 
Professor Thompson’s process the metals to 
be joined are brought in contact with each 
other and a very large current is sent 
through them. 

This current generates an immense 
amount of heat at the point of contact, 
where the conductivity, owing to the im- 
perfect junction, is relatively extremely 
poor, so that in a few seconds the metals 
are heated to their fusing points and the 
weld made. 

One great advantage of the process is that 
the heat is concentrated just where it is 
wanted, the rest of the metal is scarcely 
heated at all except by the slow process of 
conduction after the weld is complete. The 
apparatus is simple and the process easily 
worked, and by its means metals which it 
has hitherto been quite impossible to weld 
can be easily joined to pieces of the same 
or other metals. Copper can be welded to 
stee!, and, in fact, nearly all of the metals can 
can be similarly joined to one another. We 
have seen a bar made of five different metals 
so perfectly connected that the difference in 
color was the only evidence that the bar was 
not of one metal throughout. 

We have said that large currents are em- 
ployed in the process. This is due to the 
fact that the heating effect is proportional to 
the square of the current, so that it is more 
economical to use large currents and to 
do the work quickly, the actual amougit 
of power consumed in producing the cur- 
rent for a single weld being then yéery 
slight.

The practical success of the process has 
been fully demonstrated, and it will be of 
great value in the manufacture of shafting,

In view of the articles now appearing in 
THE JOURNAL on the use of starch in paper, 
we give a simple test for the presence of this 
material in the sheet. If the paper is torn 
into small bits, which are boiled for a few 
moments in a little water, the addition of 
two or three drops of tincture of iodine 
should impart a bluish tinge to the liquid in 
case starch is present. The determination 
of the exact percentage is a difficult matter, 
involving the conversion of the starch into 
glucose, and should be left to a chemist. 





At the Manchester (England) Exhibition 
in 1887 we noticed a decided innovation in 
the method of driving the machinery in sev- 
eral exhibits, notably in the case of calico 
printing machinery, where an even motion 
easily controlled is of prime importance. 
Instead of driving the machines by separate 
engines, or of carrying long lines of shafting 
from some central source of power, a high 
speed engine was employed to run several 
dynamos, the current from which was led 
by the ordinary wires to motors which drove 
the various machines in different parts of 
the hall. Each motor could be shut down at 
will and was as thoroughly 
an independent engine. It 
one of the exhibitors that on

paper mills, the motors delivered for run-— 


ning the machines over go per cent. of the 
power supplied by the large engine to the 
dynamo pulley, This estimate may be 
somewhat high, but “does not greatly 
overstate what was being done there, 
and we believe it will pay the manufac- 
turers of paper to look into this method 
of driving their machinery. It is of 
course far more economical to run a large 
engine than several small ones, although 
where the work is much scattered independ- 
ent engines have many advantages, as they 
do away with gears, long lines of shafting 
and the need of keeping the whole mill run- 
ning in order to drive a pump in some distant 
quarter. This system of distributing power 
which we have outlined combines much of 
the economy of the large engine with many 
of the advantages possessed by the smaller 
independent ones, 





A valuable book on paper making has re- 
cently appeared, which bears the names of 
C. F. Cross and E, J. Bevan, who are recog- 
nized English authorities upon the subject, 
and who have done much to advance those 
portions of chemistry bearing upon vege- 
table fibres and paper making processes. 
The work devotes considerable space to the 
chemical and physical characteristics of 
fibres, the changes which cellulose under- 
goes, the chemistry of bleaching, of wood 
pulp processes, &c., while treating quite 
fully of the mechanical operations involved. 
It is altogether one of the most careful and 
scientific works yet published on the subject.

Re- 
ports from abroad show still higher prices 
than during last month, many grades of 
rags being very scarce, because of the good 
home demand. The lessened supply has 
encouraged higher prices on these special 
grades, while higher freights continue to 
rule, so that importers find it impossible to 
meet the views of manufacturers who desire 
to duplicate old prices. Importers claim 
that they can sell only what they have in 
hand, as higher prices must soon rule on 
foreign rags if paper makers must have this 
stock. The collection and supply of demes- 
tic rags is the only feature considered, and 
the question is, Will this supply prove equal 
to the demands? 

Chemicals are also quiet. Bleaching pow- 
ders are firm on the other side ; spot supply 
very small, with quotations at 1.95@1.97 %c., 
although large lots of 50 tons might possibly 
be bought a trifle under these figures. 
Caustic soda is quiet but firm at 2.35@ 
2.37%c. Soda ash is unchanged at 1% @ 
1.40c. and in fair demand. Soda crystals 
remain as quoted last week. 

The receipts of chemicals for the week in- 
clude 1,318 casks of bleaching powders, roo 
drums of caustic soda, 215 casks and 1,200 
bags of soda ash.

Hot Journals. 


In many cases where fast running ma- 
chinery is first started up there is often an- 
noyance experienced from hot journals. In 
many instances it is several weeks before a 
machine will ‘‘ behave itself,” as the com- 
mon expression is. If a machine is properly 
fitted up, and in this advanced state of me- 
chanical science it is as a general rule safe 
to assume that they are, there is no good 
reason why any such annoyances should 
arise. 

There is never an effect without a cause, 
and when the effect manifests itself first dis- 
cover the cause thereof. This should be the 
first business of the skilled operator. 

There are many things which may cause 
the journals to heat which the manufac- 
turer is not responsible for. Much longer 
bearings are used at the present time than 
formerly, machines are run at a higher speed 
also, and small imperfections with shorter 
bearings and less speed would not be apt to 
manifest themselves as prominently as they 
do now. 

For a journal to run free and without 
heating, the journal should fit the box so as 
to bear equally upon every part of its sur- 
face. A box 12 inches long, with a bearing 
surface of only 2 inches for the time being, 
is no better than one 2 inches long, and 
when the whole bearing surface is upon so 
small a portion of the box the whole fric- 
tion, which should be equally distributed

tion may be, it will be almost impossible to 
place the machine again in that same perfect 
position, and with long bearings the least 
possible variation in position will throw 
them out of line with each other and cause 
the trouble just referred to. 

The safest plan to guard against this is to 
level up the machine by placing the level 
upon the bed plate directly under the cylin- 
der, then with a parallel straight edge level 
through the boxes which support the back 
shaft. If there is a good, solid foundation 
for the machine to rest upon, and especial 
care is used in leveling at those two points, 
the original position of the machine may be 
so nearly attained that it will start off and 
run without any further trouble. To be sure 
of this, it is well to try the cylinder in its 
boxes. By rubbing a small quantity of red 
lead or any other convenient substance upon 
the journals, and then turning the cylinder 
in its bearings, it will be easy to discover 
whether the bearing is perfect. If not, then 
the position of the machine may be slightly 
changed soas to favor it. But if the imper- 
fections are small and the machine is per- 
fectly level, the boxes may be carefully 
scraped until a perfect bearing is obtained. 

An hour or two spent for this purpose 
when required will often save a whole week 
of trouble and annoyance, besides the risk 
of injuring the boxes and journals by over- 
heating. 

Cast steel shafts, when heated above a 
certain temperature, are aptto spring, and 
when a cylinder shaft once becomes sprung 
it will be a constant source of trouble 

The most convenient tool for scraping is 
a half round file as near the circle of the 
box as can be obtained, with the teeth 
ground off on both sides, leaving the edges 
sharp. 

By placing the round side next to the box, 
and witha rolling motion of the hand, bring 
the sharp edge incontact with the babbitt 
metal lining, and in this way the surface

may be scraped evenly without any danger 
of making scratches or hollow spots in the 
box. 

If the cylinders of new machines are 
treated in this manner by a skillful operator, 
and the packing between the box and cap 
properly adjusted, there is not one machine 
in fifty but what will start up and run satis- 
factorily and without heating.—C. XR. Zomp-

Fireproofing Compound, 


A ruling machine has been invented by 
H. Brissard, of Paris, after a great amount 
of study and many experiments. Mr. Bris- 
sard’s invention consists in replacing the 
ruling pens usually employed by copper 
washers, the outer edge of which tapers toa 
fine edge. These washers are fixed on a 
spindle having a rotary movement, the whole 
of which is adjusted above a cylinder which 
rotates in the opposite direction. By a very 
ingenious self-feeding apparatus the edges 
of the washers are inked, and the sheets of 
paper being then placed upon the cylinder, 
the operation of ruling is completed in a 
most satisfactory manner. The automatic 
apparatus which feeds the machine with pa- 
per, sheet by sheet, is a marvel of precision, 
each sheet being placed upon the cylinder 
with great accuracy and regularity, there 
also being an ingenious arrangement which 
effectually prevents two sheets finding their 
way onto the cylinder at the same time. 
The plate containing the paper rises and 
falls vertically, and when loaded with the 
desired quantity it rises automatically. With 
this machine it is possible to rule from top to 
bottom of a sheet or across, and the width, 
thickness and length of the lines can be ad- 
justed to any degree. The machine in ques- 
tion only requires the attention of one per- 
son, and can be worked by hand or steam 
power. Mr. Brissard claims that one per- 
son can easily tend four of his machines, as 
they are self-feeding, both as regards ink 
and paper.

Hemlock Fibre. 
Detroit, Mich., November 2, 1838. 
To the Editor of The Stationer : 

Inclosed please find a small piece of sul- | 
phite fibre made out of hemlock timber. We | 
find that by our process hemlock wood dis- 
solves just as easily as spruce or balsam, 
and makes fully as strong afibre. This is of 
great value, as hemlock wood is found in 
large quantities all over. 

Our Alpena and Detroit mills are running 
nicely, and the new 10 ton mill at Dexter, 
near Watertown, N. Y., started up two weeks | 
ago with two digesters, and the other two 
digesters will get into operation in about six 
weeks, as we are just putting in the brick 
lining. The Dexter Company has resolved 
to put in at once four more digesters, mak- | 
ing eight in all, and will then have a daily | 
capacity of from 20 to 25 tons of air dry sul- 
phite fibre. 

The works of the P. C. Cheney Company, 
at Manchester, N. H., are progressing nice- 
ly. Two digesters are being put together 
at their foundations, and as the towers and 
other machinery are far advanced they will | 
commence operations about February next. 

Another large sulphite mill, under the 
Mitscherlich process, will be built this win- 
ter at New Oileans. Large experiments 
which have been made at our mills with the 
various Southern woods have shown -~: 
they make a good fibre, and as the wood is | 
very cheap and freights to England are also | 
cheap, the factory down there will be built | 
with the view of exporting to England.

The Germans 
can make paper cheaper than we can. They 
pay a much lower rate of wages, about one- 
third as much as we do, but their men are 
not so skillful. For instance, they have 
five men to run a paper machine, where we 
only have three. Not only are our men 
more skillful, but we run our machines at a 
higher rate and our output is larger. There 
are comparatively few new mills being con- 


structed on the other side.

An attachment for $4,500 has been granted 
against Pakula & Schilling, stationers, Nipo- 
mo, Cal. 

A receiver has been appointed for the 
George P. Brown Publishing Company, Chi- 
cago, Ill., which publishes a paper called the 
Sanitary News. The company was incorpo- 
rated in January, 1888, with a capital stock 
of $35,000, in shares of $100 each. Of these 
shares Dr. De Wolf owns thirty-one, the face 
value of which is $3,100; Brown owns 134 
shares, Stanwood one and Adamsten, The 
company is indebted to Dr. De Wolf in the 
sum of $2,000 for moneys advanced to the 
company. On June 7 the directory of the 
company decided to borrow $10,000 for the 
purpose of meeting obligations, and 
Adams advanced the money, taking as 
gecurity a bill of sale of all its effects, 
and the directory agreed to turn over to 
him a majority of the stock as collateral 
security for the loan. The company is, the 
complainants say, unable to meet this and 
other obligations, and Brown has turned 
over the property to Adams. The outside 
claims amount to about $4,000, A large por- 


tion of the capital stock, it is claimed, has 
never been paid for, as the statutes require, 
and the bill alleges that there are sufficient 
assets to liquidate all claims.

Matters in Germany are quite different 
now. About 47,000,000 of people supply 
215,000 tons of rags, which produce only 
129,000 tons of paper; there is therefore a 
deficit of 86,000 tons of raw material. This 
has to be made up by 40,000 tons of wood 
pulp and cellulose, 20,000 tons of straw pulp 
and the rest of earth, rosin, starch, colors, 
&c. Forty years ago kaolin first began to be 
employed in the manufacture, and Van der 
Becke, in Antwerp and Hamburg, disclosed 
the secret in order to obtain a new market 
for the china clay of Cornwall. For some 
years the offer was repelled by paper makers, 
but the pecuniary success of the adulteration 
finally overcame all scruples. 

A number of important factories are now 
established in Germany, Austria, Belgium, 
Sweden and Norway for the preparation of 
wood pulp for paper. The German paper 
trade has therefore made great and marked 
progress, and is vigorously pushing its ex- 
port trade in various quarters. The Germans 
are essentially an emigrating race, and are 
establishing annually business relations and 
houses in different foreign localities, where 
they necessarily seek to find a vent for their 
national goods. In this respect they now 
compete largely with France, especially in 
papers. Even in Great Britain half of the 
imports of foreign made papers come from 
Germany, the imports in the last three years 
having been as follows :

In 1880 there were 998 paper mills in Ger- 
many, which employed in all 44,000 work- 
people, with 1,091 steam engines of 23,777 
aggregate horse power ; 609 factories used 
30,115 water power, four employed windmills 
as motive power and six gas and hot air 
engines. The other machines in use were 
601 wood grinding machines, 3,772 cylindri- 
cal paper mills, 1,980 paper, cardboard and 
envelope machines, and 833 hand and fly 
presses of all kinds. 

Colored paper is made principally in As- 
chaffenberg, metallic papers in Munich; 
Dresden, Offenbach, Berlin, Leipsic, Stutt- 
gart, Augsburg, Furth and Nuremberg pro- 
duce papers of excellent quality. The pa- 
pier maché manufacture is carried on ex- 
tensively in Thuringia, but the Forbach fac- 
tory, which alone produces goods of the 
value of £45,000, is especially worthy of 
mention,

These factors are so ordained in Europe 
that cheap money induces high wages, and 
on the contrary supplies cheap materials 
and construction. When money is dear, on 
the other hand, wages are low, and produc- 
tion and construction expenses high, but 
under abnormal conditions there are varia- 
tions in these items. 

As there has been long a deficit of raw 
material in Germany, owing to the free 
export of rags, there has been an undue use 
of substitutes in paper making, and hence 
an inferiority in quality of German paper as

Crystal Hardening. 


a rule.—/. 


There is in use in England a mineral 
filling for paper which is known as *‘ crystal 
hardening.” The material is taken from the 
Thrumpton mines, near Kegworth, distant 
about three miles from Trent Junction on 
the Midland Railway, England, and which 
are noted for their deposits of gypsum. 
The following account of these mines and 
the method of preparing the gypsum is 
taken fron the English Paper Trade Review : 

The mines have three air shafts, the 
entrance being at the foot of a hill, which 
contains the mineral from which is produced 
patent crystal hardening. A walk down a 
tram line (running on an incline, and 
worked by steam) leads to the mouths 
of the various holes. The entrances are 
arched, and the holes are flat at the top for 
quite 50 yards. We were each supplied with 
candles, and a stranger slips and flounders 
more than once in the mud. One of the 
miners, in reply to our queries, described 
the first work as ‘‘the rock.” Then follows 
**first floor ball” or ‘‘ white stone,” there 
being about 2 feet of mah! from ‘“‘ rock” t 
ball, then 6 feet from ball to what is called 
** second floor ball.” 

The work of boring holes is carried on 
about 18 inches or 2 feet at a time by means 
of the pick and small holes, which are 
charged with fine gunpowder and “‘ fired” 
by a prepared match. The report sounds 
like the quick fire of a modern naval Arm- 
strong gun. Crash! and sometimes a mass 
of a ton is displaced; at other times noth- 
ing, or perhaps only half a hundredweight. 
The mineral is loaded into wagons, pulled 
by horses to the rails, and a signal is given 
to the engine house, the miners leisurely 
(and we nervously) step into manholes all 
along the line, and in three minutes after the 
start the trucks are landed to the engine 
house, and subsequently continue on the 
tram line direct to the mills. 

In stumbling through the quarry with our 
dismal candle, amidst mud, water and rock, 
we observed that the holes each side of the 
main avenues are ‘‘ worked” around pillars 
which are left to uphold the top, and upon 
inquiry we learned that even with the great- 
est care men’s lives are occasionally in dan- 
ger, but the risk is reduced to a minimum 
by experienced hands, a good foreman, a 
sharp eye, and supporting all bad places in 
the top wherever there is a ‘‘ weakness.” In 
conversation with one of the miners we 
learned that during the history of the pres- 
ent company one life only had been lost, 
and this was caused through the hastiness 
of a miner, who was over desirous of exam- 
ining the result of his ‘‘ shot” before, con- 
trary to regulation, he had tried the top by 
sounding. 

The gypsum stones are known in the 
mine as best pottery, seconds, grotto and 
coarse stone; and after an explanation of 
the different varieties we gladly returned to 
daylight and walked on past the engine 
house to watch the trucks emerging from the 
dark holes, with a feeling of thankfulness 
that visiting a mine.ddes not occur fre- 
quently in our daily work. We next walked 
on to the mills, which are located less than 
a mile away, encircled in a network of tram 
lines. 

The appearance of the works is peculiar, 
and puts us in mind of Rip Van Winkle 
after his long sleep, for although the 
buildings are modern they are crusted in a 
ghostly coating of powdered white ; but the 
activity of the men, the continuous move- 
ment of trucks and the crack of a whip 
soon dispel all ideas of old Rip and bring 
us back to patent crystal hardening and its 
manufacture. At these mills improved min-

We 
handled the material at the different stages, 
the fine crystal in the first stage and the 
softening change in the second, until finally 
the washings cause the mineral to become 
creamy, and it adheres closely to one’s hand. 
This ‘‘ refining” process is very well done, 
and in about an hour its effect is such that 
the cream will dry upon one’s fingers, and 
not a particle of grit can be seen or felt.

The results of the washing process are 
marvelous ; but this is not all. Mention has 
to be made of calcining. The “stuff” 
allowed to flow into a long tank which is 
heated by fire brick flues, under hearths 
and here it stays several hours at a white 
heat, which bursts whatever crystals may 
remain, and this action will account for the 
exceptional fineness of the finished material. 
The purity of the mineral is apparent, and 
its suitability for “‘loading” is evinced by 
the creamy condition of the stuff at the end 
of the various washing processes. After be- 
ing calcined and cooled the ‘‘ stuff” passes 
on to the filtering rooms into an iron closed 
reservoir resembling a _ spherical boiler. 
This its worked by compressed air, which 
forces the liquor through the bottom angle 
of the reservoir into an ordinary filtering 
press, and here it is ‘‘ caked” nearly solid. 
The indicator at this stage shows a working 
pressure of 60 pounds, rising to 200 pounds 
to the square inch. This work is called 
‘* pressing,” and takes about thirty min- 
utes, when the ‘‘ cakes ” are lifted out in the 
filtering press The 
next operation is to cut the out of 
the molds. It is very neatly. done. The 
operator quickly plants his knife and— 
sweep!
